How to Sell Painting and Decorating Jobs 



FIVE BASIC RULES IN MAKING FIRST 

1. Draw the customer out. Ask the customer questions 
about the job. Get her to talk. For example, on an 
interior job, ask the customer if the rug and draperies 
now in the room are to be there permanently, ex- 
plaining the place that they may occupy as a foun- 
dation for the plan as a whole, and finding out if 
there is any alternative suggestion in the customer's 
mind. 

2. Make the customer a partner in your inspection. Get 
the customer to hold one end of your measuring tape. 
Get him to feel for himself how rough the surface 
of the old paint is on an outside job. On an inside 
job, get the customer to notice for himself how the 
light does or does not stream into the room. Take 
the customer along with you every step of the way. 

3. Explain to the customer exactly what you are doing 
and why it is important. If, as some successful 
painters do, you use a magnifying glass in examining 
the surface, explain to the customer that an exact

knowledge of the present condition of the surface is 
necessary, so that you can give the surface just the 
right preparation to make the new paint, or enamel, 
or varnish, look nice and smooth, and adhere per- 
fectly to the wall. 

4. Measure everything carefully with a ruler or measur- 
ing tape, and write down the measurements in your 
notebook. This makes the customer feel that you 
are not careless, but are painstaking and accurate.

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HOUSE PAINTERS' TROUBLE CHART 

Here are the most common causes of paint failure - - watch out for them! 



CHALKING. In the natural process of weather- 
ing, oil which floats to the surface of paint during 
drying is destroyed by light (especially ultra vio- 
let) and pigment particles are left unprotected. 
Slow weathering away of this dry pigment is known 
as "chalking". Mild chalking is a characteristic 
of good paint and is desirable in keeping paint 
clean of accumulations of dust, dirt, soot, etc. 
Good paint may chalk mildly, yet maintain a good 
surface during the life of the paint. And when re- 
painting becomes necessary, the surface is ideally 
suiied to the application of new paint. 
Paints of improper composition may chalk heavily 
and rapidly. Such chalking may be accompanied 
by washing and consequent partial or complete ex- 
posure of the painted surface. Recoating heavily 
chalked paint often yields unsatisfactory work and 
may result in spotting and short life. 
ALLIGATCRING (Checking). Due to application 
of relatively hard finish coats over underlying coats 
too rich in oil, or which have had insufficient time 
for drying, differences in expansion and contraction 
are set up which may cause checking of the outer 
coats. 

The remedy is to apply priming coats with a vo- 
latile thinner so that firm, hard drying will be ob- 
tained. Allow sufficient time for priming coats to 
dry. Undercoats should always be harder than 
cuter coats; the amount of oil used in priming 
c~ats should only be sufficient for the filling of 
surface pores and the binding of pigment particles. 
GAS DISCOLORATION is usually experienced only 
in industrial communities where quantities of hydro- 
gen sulphite in the air act on the lead content to 
produce a gray or black deposit. Sometimes this 
discoloration subsequently disappears, but where it 
is necessary to remove it at once, hydrogen perox- 
ide or a very dilute solution of acetic or muriatic 
acid may be used, after which the surface should 
be thoroughly flushed with water. 
COPPER STAINS. Wherever dampness and humi- 
dity are fairly prevalent, copper screens and roof- 
ing will develop surface corrosion. When the cor- 
rosion washes down on white-painted surfaces it 
produces a stain. To prevent this, it is well to 
coat copper with oil, clear varnish, or a coat of 
paint. 

MILDEW. Mildew is caused by dried plant pollen 
which, when blown upon the tacky surface of 
paints, develops fungi which cause a dark green or 
black discoloration. It is most commonly observed 
in slow-drying dark colors and in moist, shaded 
locations. Use of less oil and more turpentine is 
effective in that a surface less rich in oil, and so 
less tacky, is obtained. Quick, hard drying may be 
aided by the admixture of some zinc oxide, or a 
varnish. Mildew should always be completely re- 
moved from surfaces before repainting. 
STORM SPOTS. Rain, when accompanied by elec- 
tric storms, absorbs nitrates and peroxides formed 
by electrical discharge. When such rains continue 
for several days, very unsightly spotted effects may 
be caused on exposed painted surfaces — especially 
when fresh. Apparently rain so charged is able 
more rapidly to permeate a film than is ordinary 
water. Merely allowing the paint to weather for 
a period of a month or two will often restore the 
original color, or alcohol may be rubbed on the 
spots, restoring the color by extracting moisture 
from the paint. 

SEGREGATED SPOTTING. Light gray or other light- 
tinted paints often show light spotting which usu- 
ally occurs within 3 to 6 months after application. 
This defect is usually observed in two-coat work 



over perished or improperly prepared surfaces. It is 
due to the absorption of oil by the more porous 
areas in the wood and is preventable by adequate 
priming and the application of a sufficient number 
of paint coats. 

BROWN STAINING. Redwood and red cedar, two 
of the most paintable woods, often produce stains 
upon paint applied to wet wood or to wood subject 
to saturation from the drying out of plaster, from 
leaky roofs, lack of flashing or similar defects. The 
stains appear when the coloring matter present in 
these woods combines with moisture and is drawn 
to the surface by the sun. They may usually be 
removed by sponging the surface with a 50 per 
cent water solution of alcohol. If stains are old 
end oxidized, this treatment may be ineffective 
end the surface must be repainted. 
SOCT COLLECTION. Darkening of paint due to 
surface collection of soot is especially prevalent in 
industrial communities. It results from sooty de- 
posits being retained by paints which contain a 
high percentage of oil of the type that does not 
dry rapidly. Dirt from dusty roads, and dried plant 
matter in farming districts cause similar darkening. 
Obviously, the cure is to use paint mixed with the 
minimum quantity of oil and with turpentine or 
other thinners. Such paints dry rapidly and fail 
by a gradual chalking which assists in maintaining 
a surface free of dirt. 

V.'ASHING. Another possible consequence of slow 
crying — whether brought about by conditions men- 
tioned above or by painting during seasons when a 
minimum of light and rather low temperatures pre- 
vail — is the washing down of pigment during rain 
storms. This emulsion-like condition which is in- 
duced by rain is preventable by providing under- 
coats with sufficient thinner and drier to produce 
a hard foundation and by high pigmentation of the 
last coat. 

PRIMERS. On new structures it is essential that 
all wood be primed soon after placement. Where 
there is reason to believe that moisture is present 
in wood or in plaster it is best to apply a priming 
coat of paint and allow a week or two to pass be- 
fore applying the finishing coats. This priming 
coat will prevent any substantial amount of mois- 
ture from entering the wood from the outside, yet 
will have a degree of permeability sufficient to per- 
mit moisture in the wood or plaster to be darwn 
out without disturbing the priming coat. After 
wood and plaster are thoroughly dry, finishing coats 
may be applied in good weather with excellent re- 
sults. Addition of the finishing coats should not, 
however, be so long delayed that the priming coat 
becomes chalky and badly weathered, or until a 
hard, impenetrable surface is formed, as a good 
finished job cannot well be secured on such a foun- 
dation. 

FLAKING, CRACKING AND SCALING. Defects of 
this type are generally caused by the contractile 
changes that take place in wood. Some woods ex- 
hibit a tendency to slit and check and the paint 
film is not sufficiently elastic to adapt itself to such 
distortion without itself cracking or flaking. 
Such flaking usually takes place most rapidly over 
knots in yellow pine, owing to resin in the knots 
bleeding into the paint and making it hard and 
brittle. The usual treatment consists in applying 
shellac to these knots in preparation for the prim- 
ing coat; but this method is not entirely satisfactory 
for exterior work. Tests indicate that the best re- 
sults are produced by treating the knots with a thin 
coat of aluminum powder paint allowed to dry firm 
before the priming coat is applied.

HELPFUL HINTS ON CORRECT VARNISHING 



Even though the actual operation of applying the varnish 
may seem very simple to you . . . still there are many 
ways in which you can obtain a more beautiful and more 
durable finish. 

Here is some simple but very important information. 



PREPARING THE WOOD 

All wood should be well-seasoned, clean, smooth, and 
dry before starting to finish. A few minutes' time taken 
to scrape or sandpaper any rough or uneven places is 
more than repaid by the increased ease of finishing and 
by the smoothness and beauty of the completed job. 



STAINING 

The best means to employ in staining or darkening wood 
are the so-called alcohol, acid and oil stains, of which the 
two latter are the most important. Acid or oil stains 
are recommended, as they give a clear transparent color, 
bringing out all the natural beauty of the wood. The 
stain should be applied freely in order to avoid laps, then 
allowed to penetrate and, while still wet, wiped off with 
a sponge or rag. The nature of the wood and the effect 
desired govern the materials used for finishing in each 
case, and more specific directions will be given on later 
pages as the finishes are described. 

Pigment stains should be avoided as they produce a dead 
color and cloud the wood. 



VARNISHING 

Varnish is without doubt the most important article used 
in all wood finishing for from it is derived the lustre, 
beauty and durability of finish which is essential on high 
grade work. The final finish depends not only on the 
quality of the varnish, but also on the ability of the fin- 
isher and manner of application. The practice of using 
too large a brush with coarse bristles and brushing the 
varnish out as if it were paint does not do justice to work 
or material and frequently lack of body or fullness of a 
finish brought up in this way is unjustly blamed on the 
varnish. 

High grade varnish is so made that, when properly ap- 
plied, it will flow out producing a full even film free 
from brush marks. This imparts to woodwork a finish of 
deep and brilliant lustre and of extreme durability. 

Varnish should be applied freely, brushing with the grain, 
then cross brushing on flat surfaces, and laying off with 
an upward stroke of the brush where nature of the work 
will permit. 

In laying off varnish, it is advisable to wipe the brush 
from time to time on edge of pot to remove surplus. A 
small brush may be used in the same way on corners, 
mouldings, etc. If applied evenly, runs and sags are 
unnecessary. In applying more than one coat of var- 
nish sandpaper lightly between coats with 00 sandpaper 
to remove the gloss. 

Medium sized oval brushes with hollow center of black 
Chinese bristles are best for applying varnish, as they 
are sufficiently soft and elastic to spread the varnish 
properly and to permit getting in corners when laying 
off panels, etc. 



FILLING 

Fillers are divided into paste and liquid fillers, the former 
to fill the pores of open-grained wood, the latter to prime 
or first coat close-grained wood. 

To apply paste filler, reduce with turpentine to a consist- 
ency which will allow the filler to penetrate to the bot- 
tom of the pores, 12-16 pounds of filler, depending on the 
nature of the grain, to a gallon of turpentine is about the 
proper amount. Brush in thoroughly with and across the 
grain, allow to set until the surface appears flat, rub off 
across the grain with bagging or other coarse cloth, 
crowding the filler as much as possible into the pores, 
then remove all filler from corners or crevices. After 
seeing that the pores are properly filled, wipe off with a 
piece of soft cloth to clean up the surface of the wood. 
Allow at least 24 hours to dry. Sandpaper lightly, be- 
fore applying varnish. 

There are several first coaters for use on close-grained 
woods: Pigment Primer, to fill the pores and produce a 
hard smooth surface which holds up varnish to its full 
body and lustre; Liquid Filler, similar to above but of a 
cheaper grade intended for work where high quality of 
finish is not essential; Wood Sealer, for very pale finishes 
to prevent the discoloring of the wood from oil or other 
ingredients in the finishing material; and Shellac to 
bring out the color of acid stains, to bind oil Stains and 
prevent them washing up, also to coat knots and sap on 
work which is to be enameled. 

NOTE: — On all woods where it is desired to produce a 
pale finish, such as on Maple, Circassian Walnut, and, 
in some cases, Oak, apply a coat of Wood Sealer to sur- 
face of wood to prevent the oil in the filler or varnish 
from discoloring the wood. Do this also on oak when 
dark filler is used and a strong contrast between the 
high lights and pores of the wood is desired. It tends to 
give a very clear and clean finish. 

RUBBING AND POLISHING 

POLISHED FINISH: — First rub with pumice stone and 
water to a smooth surface, wash clean, then rub with a 
piece of soft felt, rotten stone, and water until all marks 
of pumice stone are obliterated and bright polish is ob- 
tained; wash off and clean up with polishing oil and 
cheese cloth. 

For an extra fine polish the palm of the hand dampened 
with water and rotten stone is rubbed over the work 
after the rotten stone and felt have been used. This, if 
done properly, produces a very high polish, but requires 
an experienced hand for its manipulation. 
EGG SHELL FINISH: — Rub with pumice stone and rub- 
bing oil to a smooth even surface, wipe clean, and with 
a dry brush remove all traces of pumice stone from cor- 
ners and bead work. 

NOTE: — An excellent egg shell finish can be produced 
on work where a saving of time and expense is essential 
by the use of flat varnish (Morris Satin Finish-Flat). 
This is applied same as varnish and can be used over a 
high gloss. It dries with a smooth even surface, equal 
in effect to the more expensive rubbed finish. Morris 
Satin Finish-Flat is extensively used on all Mission Fin- 
ishes, producing a wax like effect so popular on that 
class of work.

HOW TO OVERCOME CREOSOTE STAINS 

One of our friends from North Chelinsford, Mass., 
appreciating the help he has received through our Deco- 
rators Service Department, shows the right spirit by try- 
ing to help others. He writes us as follows on the matter 
of overcoming creosote stains seeping through from chim- 
neys, etc.: 

"May I impart an old trick which I have followed for 
years past with permanent results. Procure laminated 
lead or take the lining of tea chests and roll out smooth- 
ly. After having prepared the affected parts of the 
ceiiing or walls, paste both the wall and the lead sheets. 
Apply firmly onto the surface with a broad knife. Scrape 
the edges to break the sharp lines and clean off the sur- 
plus paste. Allow to dry thoroughly. Paper, paint or 
kalsomine successfully."

In response to our friend, we would say that this me- 
thod is very good in extreme cases. Ordinary jobs can 
be treated with coatings of either aluminum, lead dust 
or zinc dust, mixed with suitable liquids. By using or- 
dinary paste it is possible that the lead foil may peel off 
or that paper may not stick onto it. This can be over- 
come by using Morris' adhestic with the paste.

PREPARATION OF WALLS AND 
HOW TO HANG SANITAS 



OLD PLASTER WALLS 

Surfaces previously covered with wall paper should 
be scraped to the plaster and made smooth and 
clean. Calcimine should be washed off. Painted 
surfaces should be treated with pearlash (eight 
ounces of washing soda dissolved in four quarts of 
water, or a stronger solution if necessary). Then 
wash the walls with clean water. Remove all 
loose particles, point up any cracks and sand pa- 
per to a smooth finish. Surfaces previously covered 
with Sanitas should be sand papered and washed 
down with formaldehyde water (4 or 5 tablespoon- 
fuls to the pail of warm water) before hanging new 
material. A tab'espoonful of formaldehyde dis- 
solved in a cup of water may be added to the paste 
to prevent souring. 



NEW PLASTER WALLS AND 
CEILINGS 

The plaster surfaces should be thoroughly dry, and 
perfectly smooth and true. Then apply a coat of 
hot glue size. If one coat of sizing does not show 
on the surface, apply another coat. 



HANGING SANITAS 

Shade up goods before cutting, as cut lengths of 
SANITAS are not returnable. Hang SANITAS like 
any other wall covering. Trim the edges perfectly

Do 
not stretch or lap, press edges down to a tightly 
butted seam. Wipe off any paste on the surface 
of goods immediate'y.

Before handling, put it in a 
warm room, but avoid placing rolls against radi- 
ators, steampipes or any other heater.

CEILING 

When SANITAS is trimmed, pasted and ready for 
hanging, hold it against the ceiling in left hand. 
For support and to prevent folding of the material, 
use a rigid stick about fifty inches in length. Place 
your starting edge in position with the right hand 
and brush until it is set on the ceiling. Do not 
attempt to work over twenty-five inches of material 
at a time. If you do, the weight may pull SANI- 
TAS off the ceiling while you are working. Be sure 
to brush over and smooth out entire surface before 
moving forward. Keep the stick supporting SANI- 
TAS close to the ceiling all the way across your 
strip until it is thoroughly brushed out. Use the 
seam roller gently, if at all. Seams can be made 
practically invisible.

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Use and Abuse of Brushes 

Never keep a paint brush in water. This causes bristle to became 
soggy and wood in handle to swell. The old theory that brushes which have 
been soaked in paint or oil can safely be kept in water is wrong, because 
bristles are hollow and act as a siphon, therefore causing break at ferrule 
end of brush. 

Never use a brush edgewise unless it is absolutely necessary. In the 
case of painting siding where it is necessary to edge in clapboard, the brush 
should be used in the conventional manner immediately after having been 
used edgewise. This will restore normal shape of brush. 

Many people think that because a brush shapes while it is being 
used edgewise that it is an indication of fingering. This is not true be- 
cause when properly used after, it will quickly resume its regular shape. 

In cleaning out paint brushes at the end of the day, care should be 
exercised to remove all accumulated paint from the heel of the brush, as 
this subsequent accumulation tends to form at the base which later causes 
fingering. 

Kalsomine brushes and knotted brushes such as stipplers, paper- 
hanger smoothers, etc., should never be placed on a warm radiator to dry 
as that causes warping and splitting. 

Kalsomine Brushes should be carefully washed at end of day re- 
moving all old material from around base of bristle and suspending brush in 
a cool, dry place to drain out and dry properly. 

Don't worry about a few loose bristles coming out of your new 
brush. The presence of such loose bristles does not indicate faulty setting. 
Every brush contains thousands of bristles and a few of them may not have 
been caught in the rubber, therefore, the right way to "break-in" a brush 
is to shake out loose bristles, draw the brush against the split fingers of 
the hand and brush out a few brushfulls of paint on an old but clean sur- 
face, then you will be ready to work.

When such fine finishes are applied with dirty, dusty brushes, more than paint is 
being applied. Actually paint plus dirt is being applied — dirt which mars the 
finish and destroys its beauty. 

That is why we, as Paint Manufacturers, take unusual precautions in buying 
Brushes. 

MORRIS BRUSHES are made of Boiled Bristles. Brushes which are used in varnish 
or enamel are shampooed in copious soap suds, rinsed, dried, air cleaned and 
buffed. 

MORRIS BRUSHES not only give better painting results, but their scintillating 
beauty gives them greater merchandising appeal. 



No. 1. How should bristle be placed in a brush? 

Bristle is conical in shape, being larger at the butt (skin end), and tapering 
gradually to the tip. This conical shape provides a natural flow for paint from 
the butt to the tip end of the bristle, therefore bristle should be placed with the 
butt ends in the setting, which gives a brush greater density at the ferrule and 
proper resiliency and elasticity. 

The taper of bristle allows the spreading part of the brush to hold a large quan- 
tity of paint and to spread it easily and evenly. The fact that the cross-section 
of a hog bristle is definitely ovate, rather than circular, is a physical condition 
which makes greater surface area for carrying paint. 

The common adulterants of bristle (Horse Hair and Tampico) have none of these 
advantages, but have many faults. 



No. 2. What are the flag ends of bristle? 

The tips or small ends of the bristle which comprise the working edge of a brush 
are divided or split by nature into numerous points or tips known as flags. In 
proper brush construction, the curvature of the flags point toward the center of 
the brush, producing a closely knit working edge, an indispensable feature of a 
first class brush. The numerous flags at the tip of bristle provide the minute 
"rakes" which cut through and distribute the paint to a uniform and even film. 



No. 3. Why is more than one type of bristle used in a brush? 

The stiffness of bristle produced in various localities differs according to climatic 
conditions. Certain bristle is too stiff for one brush, while other bristle is too flex- 
ible. To get the exact resiliency required for the kind of work that a particular 
brush must do, it is necessary to blend bristle of varying degrees of stiffness and 
elasticity. Due to yearly climatic variations we check each blend against our 
formulas which keeps our brushes STANDARD. 

No. 4. Why must a brush be so constructed that the flag ends 
turn toward the center of the brush? 

In order to cleanse, sterilize and straighten the bristle, it must be boiled. This 
produces a brush that is clean and will not finger in use, as will a brush that con- 
tains Raw (not boiled) Bristle, Horse Hair or Tampico. 

Though the bristle is straightened, there is no way to overcome the slight bend at 
the flag end. 

This is done by the brushmakers who first turn the bristle before placing it in the 
ferrule so that all flag ends point towards the center of the brush. This produces 
a brush of better workability and form than if the flag ends were allowed to point 
in all directions. 

No. 5. How is balance obtained in metal bound paint brushes? 

The distance between the base of the handle and the setting of the bristle varies 
according to the weight of the bristle in the brush. Proper balance is produced 
in various types of Metal Bound Paint Brushes by the variation of insertion of the 
handles within the metal ferrules.

No. 6. Why are wooden dividers necessary? 

(a) They give the bristle a slight degree of taper towards the center of the brush. 
This, in conjunction with turning the flags towards the center, produces a brush 
of perfect shape, and prevents flaring. 

(b) They assist in producing the correct flexing action in a brush. 

(c) They produce reservoirs at the heel of the brush. 

A brush must hold a considerable quantity of paint. When it is full of paint the 
bending of the bristle forces a certain amount of material back into the heel of 
the brush. Therefore, our brush makers create reservoirs at the heel to act as 
retaining wells, retarding any leaking at the ferrule, and allowing a more free flow 
of paint back into the actual spreading of the brush. In our professional painters' 
line of Flat Metal Bound Paint Brushes we use very thin wooden dividers to form 
these reservoirs. These dividers are a necessity in a good brush and are quite 
different from the wide "plugs" used in cheaply constructed brushes for the pur- 
pose of cutting down the amount of bristle which should be used. 



No. 7. Why is the bristle vulcanized in rubber? 

Bristle is vulcanized in rubber because it has been proven to be the most practical 
setting. It is not destroyed by any solvent used in paint, varnish, or lacquer, and 
does not deteriorate with age. 



YEARS OF PAINT KNOWLEDGE APPLIED TO BRUSHES 



Various types or classes of paints display widely 
different brushing qualities and drying and level- 
ing characteristics. . Some have a comparatively 
difficult brushing nature; others are free-working. 
Some possess a "short", puffy and plastic structure 
requiring special brushing technique to obtain 
smooth filming; others have a "flowy" type of 
body and are comparatively self-leveling. Finally, 
some paints must be "brushed in closely" to en- 
able satisfactory filming and service performance; 
while others are made to be "flowed on heavily" 
at a comparatively lower spreading rate per gallon. 

The variable brushing and filming qualities of 
paint, coupled with surface consideration, make 
one brush characteristically more suitable than an- 
other for spreading a specific kind, class or type 
of paint, and it is obvious that a company actively 
engaged in the manufacturing of paint must be in 
an ideal position to design and buy brushes 
exactly suitable for the application of every kind 
of paint product. 



Our Engineer of Tests is continually engaged in 
testing MORRIS Brushes in relation to specific jobs 
to be performed. He knows that with the right 
brush an average painter in an eight-hour day will 
apply 1 Vt gallons of House Paint, covering about 
900 square feet of surface, and to do this will 
take approximately 375 dips into the paint bucket. 

On the other hand. Flat Wall Paint is flowed on 
and the same painter in the same time can handle 
3 ', 2 gallons of this type of product, covering about 
1600 square feet and taking approximately 800 
dips. 

When it comes to Kalsomining, an average paint- 
er can handle about 7 gallons per day and will 
cover around 2450 square feet dipping the right 
kind of 8 inch "mechanics" type flat Kalsomine 
Brush approximately 800 times. 

Similar tests are made with varnishes and ena- 
mels, and all MORRIS Brushes are scientifically 
constructed so that they will render maximum per- 
formance on the type of job for which they are in- 
tended.

AUTO PAINTERS* TROUBLES 

CAUSES AND REMEDIES 



PEELING: 

Ninety per cent or more of all lacquer complaints are 
summed up in the word "peeling." If proper precautions 
are taken as outlined under "Preparation of Surfaces for 
Finishing," peeling can be eliminated. It is caused by 
an unclean surface; an acid or alkaline condition on me- 
tal; not sanding; poor grade of thinner; residue left from 
some gasolines; not sufficient or too much thinning; rust 
starting before primer applied; failure to wash off rust 
remover. None of these things will cause trouble if our 
directions for finishing are followed. 



NOT DRYING: 

Wax left from Paint Removers and oil or grease are the 
chief offenders. Remove these troubles by using Morlux 
Wax and Grease Remover. 



SAGGING: 

Damp, greasy or waxy surface, applying in a too heavy 
coat; too much air pressure. 

CHALKING: 

This is a powdering off of film which has become dead 
through the action of sunlight and other weathering in- 
fluences. Even good lacquers do this, and it is to be 
expected unless excessive. Cheap lacquers check. It 
will be noticed in polishing a car that some colors seem- 
ingly powder off more than others; but this is due to 
the fact that some colors are stronger with more tinting 
strength, and consequently are more visible on the polish- 
ing cloth. 



BUBBLING AND PINHOLING: 

Water and oil in air line; oil surfacer not thoroughly dry; 
insufficient time between coats; poor grade of thinner; 
thinner drying too fast. But most cases can be traced 
to applying lacquer in a too heavy coat. 



CRACKING AND CHECKING 



GUMMING OF SANDPAPER: 

Due to not allowing surfacer to dry properly. 

DULLING OF LUSTRE AFTER POLISHING: 

Rubbing before thoroughly dry, or using gasoline to thin 
cutter. Some polishes and cutters contain certain chem- 
icals which cause this condition. 



Spraying over old material; applying lacquer over shellac 
or sub-shellac sealers; an oil coat between two lacquer 
coats; using settlement from bottom of surfacer can; 
failure to seal old surface; failure to sand old lacquer; 
wax or grease on old finish; too many coats. 



ORANGE PEEL OR EGGSHELL: 

Not thinning lacquer sufficiently; too fast drying thinner; 
applying material too dry; surfacer not properly sanded; 
holding spray gun too far away. 



BLUSHING: 

Use of poor thinner; humid or damp weather; drafts. 
Remedy by using MORRIS THINNER or one pint or more 
of retarder to one gallon of thinner. 



BLEEDING: 

Lacquering over some reds or blacks causes tints of them 
to appear in freshly applied coats. The only way per- 
manently to stop bleeding is to remove the old finish. 



LACK OF GLOSS: 

Poorly sanded surfacer; not enough color coats; poor 
grade of thinner. 



LACK OF HIDING POWER OF COLORS: 

All Morris colors cover well except Maroon and Ultra- 
marine Blue. Maroon works out very satisfactorily when 
applied over a black ground coat. Ultramarine should 
be used only for toning, but if used as a straight color, 
then apply first a ground coat of one of our other blues. 

COLORS OFF SHADE: 

Insufficient stirring is the most general cause. It should 
be borne in mind that colors change in the can and that 
color chips fade; therefore, it is practically impossible to 
have a perfect match to color decks. 

WRINKLING OF MORLUX: 

Applying too much Morlux, and improper length of time 
between coats. 

THREE RULES EVERY GOOD PAINTER OBSERVES: 

1. Stir every can of lacquer thoroughly, not only from 
the bottom, but also after scraping down the sides. 

2. Strain all material immediately before using. 

3. Use only the best thinner — MORRIS No. 136.

That a tiny bug, no bigger than an apple seed, could 
wield a startling influence on the history of Art, on

HINTS IN COLOR MATCHING 

In matching colors a thing which is sometimes overlooked is the fact that the contain- 
ers and knife or spatula to be used must be absolutely clean. Some colors, such as reds or 
maroons, are very strong and a few small specks on the spatula may be the cause of 
throwing off the entire match, especially if it be light in hue. 

It is never wise to start off by attempting to mix up too much material at one time. 
That way lies waste, for if a batch is spoiled, it must be scrapped or thrown away. 

Still another way involving cleanliness is the necessity of having the finish film on 
the car to be matched thoroughly cleaned and polished because of the 1hin films of road 
dust, oil, grease, etc., which may be present and which will give the finish a clouded effect, 
making exact matching a difficult job. 

A metal chip dipped in the mixture, dried and then polished, affords the best means 
of checking up, but many shops use glass for this work. Yet since the car is made from 
metal, a background of the same material is more efficacious and makes the colors more 
easily matched. 

Another hint for the color mixer is for him to close his eyes occasionally, or look away 
at something else. Since the retina of the eye will hold color and make it hard to properly 
distinguish color effects in matching, the eye should be cleared frequently. This can be 
easily proved by looking for a time at a bright red, then looking at white or yellow. 
Apparently they will have a red content, although it is all in the eye itself.

LACQUER FINISHING OPERATIONS 

METAL CLEAN UP — Metal clean up is best handled 
with Balanced Metalite Cloth, No. 60 to No. 120. A 
coarse and a fine grit should be used, the numbers de- 
pending on the metal sanded, speed of production desired, 
and the finish required. Balanced Metalite Cloth is ideal 
where it is desirable to wrap it around a block or file. 
Where this is not necessary, the work can be done equally 
well with Adalox Paper in grits No. 0-80D or Durite Pa- 
per in grit No. 1 00-C. 

Metalite Cloth, Adalox Paper, and Durite Paper may 
be used with gasoline. 

PRIMER — The primer coat does not require sanding if 
it has been applied properly. If sanding is found neces- 
sary, No. 4/0-150C or No. 5/0-180A Adalox Paper 
should be used. Finer numbers of Speed-wet are also 
used successfully with water. 

GLAZING PUTTY — Glazing Putty should be applied 
directly over the primer where necessary, and it should 
be knifed out as thin as possible, for its purpose is only 
to fill remaining metal imperfections that cannot be filled 
by the succeeding surfacer coats. Scuff lightly with No. 
4/0-1 50C or No. 5/0-1 80A Adalox Paper or No. 1 80C 
Durite Paper. 

SURFACER — Practice varies in sanding Sanding Sur- 
facers. An experiment will reveal the best methods of 
sanding the particular surfacer in use. 

Most Sanding Surfacers should be sanded with water 
with No. 240C or No. 280C Speed-wet, followed by No. 
280A or No. 320A for further smoothing. 

Surfacers that are to be sanded dry can be well fin- 
ished with Adalox or Durite Paper in grits ranging from 
No. 0-80D to No. 6/0-220A. For general work grit 
No. 4/0-150C is a good all-round number. 

A final slick-up is common practice, using No. 8/0- 
280A or No. 9/0-320A Adalox or Durite Paper dry. 

LACQUER — If the preparation of the undercoats has 
been properly handled, no rubbing is required on the lac- 
quer finishes until the last coat has been applied. This 
coat should be sanded with No. 240A, No. 280A, or 
No. 320A Speed-wet. If No. 280A or No. 320A papers 
are used, it is customary to spray, after sanding, with a 
mist coat of clear thinner to "heal over" or "blend out" 
the surface. If No. 280A only is used on the lacquer, it 
is usually necessary to add some clear lacquer (prob- 
ably 25% - 30%) to the thinner to form the mist coat, 
because of the sanding action of the coarser paper. 

For touch-up work, No. 400A Speed-wet insures a 
beautifully silky finish.

PAINT ECONOMICS 

Here is some common sense reasoning on why 
you should always use quality paint. Reprinted 
from Bulletin No. 38 issued by Office of the 
StaSe Food Commissioner and Chemist of North 
Dakota. 

Suppose you wanted to paint a house which has 
a total area of 3240 sq. ft. A good paint will 
cover, two coats, about 360 sq. ft., and cost about 
$3.50 per gallon. The material, then, will cost 
$31.50. Labor is usually considered at twice the 
cost of the materials. Thus we must add $63.00 
for labor, which brings the cost to $94.50. 

If we paint the same house with cheap paint 
which will cover about 270 sq. ft. per gallon, it will 
require 12 gallons of paint and at $2.00 a gallon 

the material will cost $24.00 

. .The labor of applying the cheap paint is more 
than for a good paint, but figuring it as twice as 
much the cost of materials, we have a total cost 
for materials and labor of $72.00. 

This is an initial saving of $22.50. As we do 
not expect to repaint every year, let us inquire into 
the wearing quality of these two types of paints. 

A good paint should wear, let us say, five years. 
Painters the country over know that a good paint 
Will wear 2 , /2 times as long as a poor paint, but 
assuming the cheap paint wears half as long as the 
good paint, then it will cost $28.80 a year to keep 
the house in good condition against $18.90 for 
good paint. 

This constitutes a net saving of $49.50 over a 
five-year period, or $9.90 per year on the credit 
side of the good paint. The saving over a five-year 
period when good paint is employed is equivalent 
to interest at 10.4% on the initial investment. 

The above clearly indicates that from an initial 
outlay it is good business economy to use good 
paint, but this is not all. In addition the poor 
paint does not protect, it often leaves a poor re- 
painting surface, one which may require scraping 
or even burning, either one of which will cost sev- 
eral times the difference of the original cost of the 
materia Is. 

Whether through high powered salesmanship, 
unscrupulous business ethics, loose legislation or 
what not, the consumer is the goat.

"DON'T DO" is often as 
important as "DO" 



1. DON'T LET THE PATIENT SIT 

UP AFTER AN ACCIDENT. 
Lay the patient flat so as to 
slow the action of the heart. 

2. DON'T LET A BLEEDING LIMB 

HANG OVER THE SIDE. If 
possible, raise bleeding part 
higher than the heart. 

3. DON'T DISTURB BLOOD CLOTS. 

Blood clots are nature's pro- 
tection to stop bleeding. 

4. DON'T FAIL TO WATCH 

COLOR OF PATIENT'S FACE. 
If face is red, raise the head 
slightly. If face is pale, keep 
head low. If lips are blue, 
patient is suffocating. 

5. DON'T FAIL TO KEEP PATIENT 

WARM. Use blankets, hot- 
water bottles and friction. 
Stimulate, except in hemorr- 
hage. 

6. DON'T PASS A BRUISE BY AS 

A SIMPLE THING. Feel for 
a fracture, even in a bruise. 

7. DON'T USE COTTON FOR DRY- 

ING AN ABRASION. Dry a 
wound with sterile gauze, as 
cotton fibres are likely to 
stick to the edges. 

8. DON'T LET A PATIENT WHO 

IS UNCONSCIOUS "SWAL- 
LOW HIS TONGUE." Lay pa- 
tient back with head and 
shoulders slightly raised and 
turn a little on the side with 
face somewhat down to pre- 
vent tongue from falling back. 

9. DON'T ALLOW A CROWD TO 

COLLECT ABOUT A FAINT- 
ING PERSON. F o r fainting 
give plenty of fresh air, loosen 
clothing. Use smelling salts 
and rub limbs, always toward 
body. 

10. DON'T ALLOW CLOTHING 
ABOUT A CUT OR WOUND. 
Cut away clothing if neces- 
sary. 



1 1 . DON'T USE WARM WATER 
ON A FROSTBITE. Use snow, 
ice or cold water at first, then 
apply friction. 

12. DON'T ALLOW A PERSON 

WITH SUNSTROKE TO LIE 
PERFECTLY FLAT. Put pil- 
low under head and apply 
cold to the head. Do not 
stimulate a sunstroked person. 
In severe cases, it may be 
necessary to sprinkle body 
with ice water and fan so as 
to stop perspiration. 

13. DON'T APPLY COLD IN CASES 

OF HEAT EXHAUSTION. Sti- 
mulate with heat over the 
heart after removing the pa- 
tient to a cool place. 



Directions for Artificial 
Respiration 

1 . Lay patient on stomach, one 

arm extended directly over 
head and the other bent at 
elbow, and with face to one 
side, resting on hand or fore- 
arm so that the nose and 
mouth are free for breathing. 

2. Kneel, straddling the patient's 

hips, with knees just below 
patient's hip-bones or the 
opening of the trousers pock- 
ets. Place the palms of the 
hands on small of the back 
with fingers over the ribs, the 
little finger just touching the 
lowest rib, the thumbs along- 
side the fingers, the tips of 
fingers just out of sight. 

3. While counting "one, two," and 

with arms held straight, swing 
forward slowly so that the 
weight of your body is gradu- 
ally but not violently brought 
to bear upon the patient. 
This act should take from two 
to three seconds. 

4. While counting "three", snap 

hands off, allowing quick ex- 
pansion of lungs, swing slow- 
ly backward, thus returning 
to the former position. 

5. While counting "four, five," 

rest. 

6. Repeat these operations deli- 

berately, swinging forward and 
backward twelve to fifteen 
times a minute — a complete 
respiration every four or five 
seconds. Keep time with your 
own breathing. 



Drowning 

Lay patient on stomach for ar- 
tificial respiration, with roll of 
clothing under stomach, and pull 
body back over the roll so as to 
cause the water to run out. Keep 
the tongue out. Follow advice on 
"Artificial Respiration." 



Bleeding 



NOSEBLEED — A spontaneous nose- 
bleed occuring with headaches or 
rapid full pulse may bring relief to 
the patient and it may not be ne- 
cessary to arrest a slight hemorr- 
hage. 

To stop severe nose bleed, have 
patient in sitting position, head in- 
clined forward. Place wet applica- 
tions or icewater to nose, forehead 
or back of neck; or patient can 
snuff up some vinegar water, or salt 
and water. If these do not stop the 
bleeding, pressure on the upper lip 
or pressure against the side of the 
nose that is bleeding, or plugging 
the nose with cotton may be neces- 
sary. 



Burns 



BURNS WITH ACID: Apply 
soapy water and baking soda. 

BURNS WITH ALKALINE: 
(Potash or Lye). Apply vinegar. 

BURNS WITH TAR: Apply tur- 
pentine or olive oil. 

BURNS WITH FATS OR OILS: 
Apply cold water to relieve pain. 



Cramps 



Hot cloths or a mustard plaster, 
placed over the stomach and at the 
feet, relieve cramps. 



Car Sickness 

On boarding a boat or train, 
place cotton in ears, avoid looking 
out of windows, and avoid rich 
foods. A lemon sucked at inter- 
vals., or hot broth or tea, taken at 
first sign of faintness, are helpful. 



Colds 



"Feed a cold and starve a fever" 
is a saying that has been misinter- 
preted by many. The meaning in- 
tended — as will be borne out by 
your physician — is that IF you feed 
a cold you will HAVE to starve a 
fever (the heavy feeding bringing 
on the fever) .

Measuring Wood 

Wood is measured by the cord. A cord is a pile 
of wood 8 ft. long, 4 ft. wide, and 4 ft. high. It 
contains 128 cu. ft. 

To find the number of cords in a given pile of 
wood, find the number of cu. ft. in the pile (length 
x width x height) and divide by 128. 

Example: Find the number of cords in a pile of 
wood 8 ft. wide, 6 ft. high, and 12 ft. long. 
8 x 6 x12 = 576 cu. ft. 

576 cu. ft. -4- 128 cu. ft. = 4 1/2 cords 

Example: A wood shed is 16 ft. long, 12 ft. wide, 
and 8 ft. high. How many cords of wood can be 
piled in it? 

16 x12 x 8 = 1536 cu. ft. 
1536 ~- 128 = 12 cords of wood 



The Watch as a Compass 

If you are lost in the woods and your watch is 
keeping correct time you can locate the cardinal 
points of the compass in the following manner: 
Hold the watch flat in your hand like a compass 
with the face upward. Hold a small stick or match 
straight up at the edge of the watch and turn the 
watch until the shadow of the stick falls along the 
hour hand nearest to the actual hour of day. This 
hand will then point toward the sun. In the morning 
south will lie halfway between the hour hand and 
XII, forward. At noon south will lie along the 
shadow cast by the match. In the afternoon south 
will lie halfway between the hour hand and XII, 
backward. If the watch is running according to 
daylight-saving time, it is one hour fast by the sun, 
ond adjustments should be made accordingly. 
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Names and Terminology Used in the Paint Industry! 



It is well to explain various, technical terms used 
to describe the performance and defects of varnishes and 
paints so that the characteristics of the special types may 
be understood. 

The various stages of drying are described somewhat 
indefinitely by terms which do not have very limited 
meanings. The following terms and meanings are quite 
generally accepted by manufacturers to describe the 
progressive drying stages of paint and varnish. Our 
decorator's service department will gladly assist you in 
any further help. 

SET OR DRY TO TOUCH: None of the film is picked 
up on the finger when lightly touched, although a tack 
is felt. 

DUST FREE: A slight tack remains, but not enough to 
hold the dust. 

TACK FREE: No tack noticeable when the finger is 
pressed on the surface. 

DRY AND HARD: Film is completely hardened. 
Various working properties of paint and varnish are 
described by the following terms: 

FLOW: The leveling property which causes the brush 
marks to flow together with a formation of a perfectly 
even film. 

PULL: The tendency of the product to brush with dif- 
ficulty; a very undesirable quality. 

LONG BRUSHING: The tendency of the product to feel 
elastic under the brush. Spar varnishes and good oil 
enamels are long brushing products. 

SHORT BRUSHING: The opposite of long brushing. 
The product is said to brush "short" when it feels in- 
elastic under the brush. Short brushing products, such as 
shellac or cheap flat paints, seldom flow well. 

ROLLING OR ROPING: The effect produced by short 
brushing. The product piles up in rope-like ridges which 
do not flow out. 

SAGGING OR CURTAINING: On upright surfaces the 
product gathers into festoons or curtains before becom- 
ing set. 

CRAWLING: The tendency of a paint or varnish to 
draw together in bunches, leaving part of the surface un- 
coated, similar to the action of water when spread on an 
oily surface. Crawling may be caused by a greasy or 
dirty surface, by one too cold or too glossy, by a moist 
surface, or by paint or varnish too heavy in body. Crawl- 
ing caused by dirty or greasy surfaces can be remedied 
only by cleaning the surface with a solvent which will 
remove the grease or dirt. Crawling due to high gloss 
may be prevented by sandpapering the surface. 

LAPPING: This is caused from too rapid drying of the 
product so that one "stretch" or "lap" does not blend 
or flow freely into the one preceding, and results in a 
non-uniform and spotty appearance which is always ob- 
jectionable. 

The following terms are used to describe the physical 
properties and characteristics of paint and varnish as 
they appear in the bulk before being used. 

SKINNING: The formation of "skin" or "over-coat" on 
the surface of the product when it is open or exposed to 
the oxygen of the air. Skinning is an objectionable pro- 
perty which is unavoidable in certain types of varnishes, 
enamels and paints. Some of these will even skin in 
the tightly closed container if sufficient air remains in- 
side, although skinning may be greatly reduced by the 
proper use of anti-oxidants. 

CLOUDINESS: A term applied to clear varnishes only. 
It is evidenced by a murky appearance when the varnish, 
in a glass tube, is held up to the light. It is caused by 
the precipitation of gums or dryers which have not been 
properly incorporated in the cooking process. One of 
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the purposes of aging is to let the unincorporated ma- 
terials precipitate and settle leaving the varnish perfectly 
clear. That is why all MORRIS varnishes are aged be- 
fore shipment. 

SEEDINESS, SANDINESS OR GRITTINESS: The 

appearance which paint, varnishes or enamels have when 
they contain a large agglomeration of flocculated particles 
of gum, skins, or pigments. When seedy or sandy pro- 
ducts are brushed out, the appearance is similar to that 
of a clear film into which dust has blown, but since it is 
also possible to obtain a seedy looking film by brushing 
a clear product with a dirty or "lousy" brush, a product 
cannot always be accused of being seedy just because 
the brush-out film appears so. The best way to make a 
test is to rub some of the material out on a perfectly 
clean piece of glass or paper and if present, the sandy 
particles will be plainly evident. 

LIVERING OR PUDDENING: The tendency of a paint 
or varnish to become thick and difficult to apply, is 
usually caused by the precipitation of large quantities of 
gum which were not properly fused and dissolved in the 
oils and thinners. The fault in paints may be caused 
either by the livering of the varnishes which they may 
contain, or by a reaction of their varnishes or oils with 
the pigments. Paint or varnish which has "livered," or 
which may contain considerable skins which have sunk 
to the bottom of the container, is sometimes said to be 
"snotty". 

The terms used to describe the appearance of freshly 
dried paint and varnish are as follows: 

FULLNESS: A term used to describe the depth of a 
film. Fullness is usually obtained by applying a compar- 
atively thick film which causes the light to be reflected, 
not only on the surface, but within the film, giving a 
pleasing rich effect. Fullness may be best obtained by 
building up a number of thin coats. 

SILKINESS: A defective appearance which some films 
have, closely resembling the texture of a fine piece of 
silk cloth. Silkiness has the effect of dulling a high 
gloss varnish or enamel film and is therefore objection- 
able. It may be caused by the surface drying of the 
film, by applying too heavy a film, or by applying the 
coating at too cool a temperature. 

WRINKLED FILM: An exaggerated form of silkiness, 
the causes of which are usually traceable to a defective 
product. 

BLOOM OR BLUSH: An opalescent effect, objection- 
able in high gloss films which usually appears imme- 
diately after drying or during drying, and to which im- 
properly designed lacquers are particularly susceptible. 
In lacquers it is called either a gum blush or a cotton 
blush. Blushing or blooming of paint or varnish films 
is usually caused by the presence of moisture or certain 
chemicals, such as ammonia. Shellac may have a tendency 
to blush in damp weather but clears up after thoroughly 
dry. 

SPOTTING: Occurence of dull spots in the film caused 
by a defective product, or improper drying conditions — 
such as too low a temperature and the presence of mois- 
ture — a greasy, dirty surface, or a surface that is porous 
in spots causing absorption of the paint. 

DULLING OR DEADENING: A general and severe loss 
of gloss of the entire film which may be brought 
about by any of the causes listed above. Deadening or 
dulling is a general term to describe loss of gloss, while 
silkiness, wrinkled film, bloom and spotting are specific 
terms used to describe variations of dulling. 

SWEATING: The tendency of a flat or eggshell finish 
to become glossy after drying. Flat varnish will sweat 
glossy if applied over another varnish which has not com- 
pletely hardened. Likewise, rubbed finishes will sweat 
if so applied, or if rubbed too soon. 



M ORRIS PAINT 

RIDGED OR ROPED FILM: The appearance produced by 
ropey or short brushing, and poor flowing products. 

The terms describing the defects of hardened and aged 
films are as follows: 

CHECKING OR CRAZING: The appearance of innu- 
merable fine lines on the surface of the film. It is 
caused by the inelasticity of the film, either inherent or 
developed through age. 

ALLIGATOR I NG OR CRACKING: A more deep-seated 
and exaggerated form of crazing, the lines being wider 
and extending to the base of the film. Crazing or a 1 1 i — 
gatoring may also be caused by application over any ex- 
tremely glossy film. In order to avoid this fault, high 
gloss films should be well dulled by sandpapering before 
applying another coat. 

POWDERING OR FLOURING: Similar to chipping, 
except that the particles are of minute size. 

WHITENING: An exaggerated form of permanent 
bloom, usually caused by contact of a non-waterproof 
film with water. High grade China wood oil spar var- 
nishes are the only ones which do not readily whiten 
upon exposure to severe conditions of moisture. Linseed 
oil spar varnishes whiten when exposed to moisture, but 
if the exposure has not been too long or too severe the 
whitening will disappear when the film is exposed to the 
sunlight. Gloss oils whiten permanently when exposed 
to moisture. For best varnishing insist on using genuine 
SPEED SPAR VARNISH. 

In addition to the terminology defined above, which 
is applicable to both paint and varnish, the following 
terms are used in describing paint performances in par- 
ticular. 

CHALKING: Caused by the deterioration of the ve- 
hicle in a uniform manner all over THE FILM so that 
unbound pigment is left on the surface to be washed 
away. If a chalked surface is rubbed, the pigment will 
come off on the hand like chalk from a blackboard. 
Paints containing excessive dryers, and soft pigments 
usually having low oil absorption such as White Lead, 
will chalk. Severe chalking is of course, objectionable, 
but slow uniform chalking is always to be preferred to 
checking because the chalked surface can easily be re- 
painted without removing the old film; while checking 
and cracking require the removal of the old film if a 
satisfactory finish is to be obtained. 

SCALING: The curling up and falling from the sur- 
face of a badly checked or alligatored film is known as 
scaling. Scaling paint usually may be removed with a 
scraper. In tightly adhering places, this may be aided with 
a blow torch, or Superwet LIQUID DYNAMITE PASTE 
REMOVER. 



PEELING AND BLISTERING: These terms are generally 
used to describe an elastic paint film which either has 
not adhered to the surface or has been pushed off by 
moisture. The first indication of peeling is the forma- 
tion of blisters which gradually grow in size until the 
paint film gives way in places and begins to peel. Peel- 
ing and blistering are usually caused by moisture under 
the film, and any wet or even slightly damp surface 
in the film, invariably causes peeling and blistering of 
most types of paint and enamel. A paint which does 
not properly adhere to the surface will also peel and 
blister. Heat and the sun's rays will cause blistering 
because of the formation of gases under the dried paint 
film. 

STREAKING: This term is applied to the appearance 
of a weathered film which is streaked because of the 
uneven washing away of the pigments. White paints 
which have been tinted with low grades of ochre and 
other earth colors are particularly subject to streaking. 
Paints containing linseed oil contaminated with consider- 
able foots, often exhibit this fault. The term streaking 
is frequently used to describe the appearance of a freshly 
applied paint which separates into uncombined pigment 
and vehicle, thus causing the paint to have a streaky, 
"runny" appearance. When a paint separates in this 
manner, it is said to "break." 

FLOODING: COLOR FLOATING: This refers to the 
change in color of some paints and enamels, after they 
are applied, due to the fact that the lighter and less 
saturated pigments float to the top of the surface. A 
paint or enamel which is tinted to shade with Prussian 
blue or one of the chrome greens is likely to flood more 
or less. Because of this flooding tendency in some pig- 
ments, it is necessary to test paints for color by com- 
paring the dried films instead of the wet. 

FADING: A weathered paint film, whose tinting pig- 
ments have been washed away by the rain, becomes paler 
and lighter in color, and is said to have faded. A gloss 
paint film which becomes dull will also apparently fade 
and change color. In this case, however, the change of 
color is due merely to the difference in light reflection 
of the gloss film and the flat film. A paint which has 
evidenced this type of fading need only be wet with 
some clear linseed oil in order to accentuate the fact 
that fading has been caused by dulling of the film. All 
gloss paints are subject to this type of fading because 
the gloss is always gradually lost when they weather. 



THE FUNDAMENTALS OF APPLICATION - - HOW TO AVOID PAINT FAILURES 



FAULTY CONSTRUCTION: It is believed by many ex- 
perts in the painting and lumbermen's fields that modern 
methods of rushing up building work, using short-cuts 
and time saving devices, are direct causes of paint fail- 
ures. These hurry-up practices are often at the sac- 
rifice of efficiency and result in faulty construction. 
Damp basements, artificial roofing materials, and poorly 
ventilated attics increase the excessive condensation of 
moisture vapor in the house. Hasty and incomplete 
doors — all encourage the formation of moisture, or mois- 
ture vapor, which passes through the walls, condensing as 
it strikes the back of the paint film on the outside of 
the wood. Where these excessive moisture conditions 
exist, no paint on the market could be guaranteed 
against paint troubles. 

When a house paint streaks or spots, the home-owner 
first blames the paint or the painter. He demands satis- 
faction on a job for which he has paid for good service 
and a reliable paint. Neither he, nor anyone concerned, 
however, can get satisfaction until the true cause of the 
moisture in the side walls is traced — and until absolute 



proof is presented, showing that the trouble is not 
caused by poor lumber or poor paint, either or both of 
these materials will be blamed for the difficulty. 

Practically 75 to 80% of the complaints on paint may 
be traced to excessive moisture in the building materials. 
For the protection of the home-owner and the lumber- 
man, as well as for the painter and paint manufacturer, 
these conditions should therefore be laid bare wherever 
trouble with the paint arises. 

Following is a brief list of the conditions in building 
construction which will lead to excessive moisture in the 
house, and which are responsible for a large portion of 
the paint failures in this country. 

1. Many builders order and receive deliveries of finish- 
ing lumber long before it is needed. Such material 
often is exposed to rain and snow, when it is care- 
lessly stored or not protected in any way from the 
poorest weather conditions. In some instances, the 
siding and trim lumber is laid right over sheathing 
saturated by rain or covered with ice. 
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2. When siding material over drip caps on window and 
door headers is not properly fitted. 

3. When siding against casings of windows, doors and 
corner boards is poorly fitted. 

4. Poor or insufficient placing of metal flashing where 
porch or dormers fit into the house. 

5. Permitting a porch to skirt down to ground level, 
with wood touching moist ground. 

6. Building any part of a house over unconcreted 
ground, admitting moisture vapors from the open 
ground; especially disastrous if poorly ventilated, 
preventing the escape of these vapors. 

7. Application of paint too soon, after the trim and 
siding have been exposed to rain. A few hours of 
dry weather is not sufficient to dry out lumber that 
has become saturated through and through by a 
heavy rain. 

The following fundamental factors which influence 
satisfactory performance of paints are extremely import- 
ant and should be well understood. Disregard of one or 
more of these is the cause of most complaints. We 
shall discuss the chief aspects of the factors in consider- 
able detail, so that the principles can be thoroughly 
understood. 

MOISTURE: It is a fundamental rule that no paint or 
enamel should be applied over a surface which is moist 
at the time of application, or which may become moist 
ot any later time. Sufficient moisture behind any paint 
film will always succeed in pushing it fro-n the surface 
and causing it to peel. It is easy to see why moisture 
will always do this, because the dried paint or enamel 
film forms a more or less waterproof membrane which 
prevents moisture from getting through; if there is any 
pressure tending to drive the moisture through the paint 
film, such as hydrostatic pressure, or the vapor pressure 
caused by evaporation, the bond between the paint and 
the surface is consequently broken and the paint peels. 

The entrance of moisture behind a paint film has 
many causes. The following examples will give an idea 
of some of the most common occurrences. 

House paint applied over unseasoned lumber containing 
considerable moisture invariably peels, and it often peels 
if applied to a house which has new, undried plaster on 
the interior walls. Leaking spouts and gutters often 
cause the back side of weather-boards and siding lumber 
to become saturated with water, thus causing the paint 
to peel. Open, unputtied joints of sash, doors, etc., allow 
the entrance of moisture back of the film, and cause 
blistering and peeling. Interior wall paints peel if mois- 
ture is allowed to enter from the outside walls. Leaky 
roofs and walls which become incrusted with icicles along 
the eaves allow the entrance of moisture through the 
inside walls and ceilings and cause peeling. 

CHEMICALS: Be careful of those STRONG SOAPS: 
Any strong chemical such as lye or strong soap on a sur- 
face causes the peeling and deterioration of any paint 
which is applied over it. Frequently, workmen wash down 
greasy walls of kitchens with strong soap and lye which 
they fail to properly rinse off, resulting in peeled, disin- 
tegrated paint, or paint which never dries. 

Chemicals which occur in the atmosphere around ma- 
nufacturing districts also help destroy paint, usually by 
destroying the vehicle. Sulphurous gases, i. e., gases 
containing sulphur dioxide and trioxide, not only destroy 
the vehicle but also react with basic lead carbonate, 
forming dark gray or black lead sulphide. Our labor- 
atory has perfected special finishes to cope with these 
conditions. 

GREASE, OIL AND DIRT — NON DRYING: Almost 
everyone knows that paint cannot be applied successfully 
over greasy, dirty surfaces. Complaints caused from 
applying paint over these surfaces, however, usually arise 
from the fact that the presence of greasy dirt is not 
suspected. 



Kitchen walls and ceilings adjacent to stoves are al- 
ways covered with a coating of grease. This grease must 
be washed off. For best washing results, use SPEEDE 
CLEANER. 

Furniture polishes and floor oils often contain oil which 
is not suspected, and which will prevent paint or var- 
nish from drying. Waxes also must always be removed, 
and naturally paint should never be applied over a thick 
coating of dust. 

Complaints on non-drying frequently arise from so- 
called real estate or tenement painting. These places 
are usually painted by low-priced contractors who slap a 
coat of paint on with the least amount of care and pre- 
paration possible, in order to make the places look as 
though they had been freshened up with paint. Con- 
sequently, it is very often applied over greasy surfaces 
with poor results. 

The most conclusive way to determine whether grease 
has caused the trouble, is to brush some of the paint in 
question upon a surface which is known to be clean; if 
the paint dries on this surface, it will dry on any clean 
surface. 

RUST: Metal paints do not adhere unless they are 
applied over surfaces which are comparatively free from 
rust. 

It is easy to determine whether or not paint has been 
applied over a rusty surface because the peeling which 
inevitably occurs always evidences rust on the peeled 
film. It is essential, therefore, that any metal surface 
be scraped, wire brushed, or chiseled free from rust and 
loose scale before the paint is applied. 

OLD PAINT: Where best results are desired, old, de- 
teriorated, scaling, checking and peeling paint must be 
removed from the surface before applying new paint. 
Exterior paint which has alligatored or cracked, but which 
is still adhering tightly to the surface, must be removed. 
Badly scaling paint will be so loose that it can be almost 
entirely removed with a scraper or a wire brush. Peel- 
ing paint may often be removed satisfactorily in the same 
manner. 

If an old alligatored paint is not completely removed, 
the new paint does not form a continuous film because 
of the sharp edges; water can easily enter beneath the 
film, and quick deterioration follows. Mildly chalking 
paint films usually need only to be brushed down with 
a stiff brush which will remove both the loose dust and 
the free pigment. 

Sometimes, when a coat of paint is applied over a sur- 
face which is just about to scale, the weight of the coat 
of paint is sufficient to cause widespread scaling and the 
tendency is to blame the last coat of paint applied. 

A wire brush should be used on wood surfaces only 
when absolutely necessary, because it digs into the sur- 
face of the wood and roughens it. A blow torch in the 
hands of a skilled mechanic will give results when a thick 
alligatored coating is to be removed. In some localities, 
however, fire regulations and fire insurance clauses pro- 
hibit the use of a blow torch in removing paint. The 
newest and best way to remove old paint is with SUPER- 
WET LIQUID DYNAMITE PASTE REMOVER. 

APPLYING PRIMER: Having prepared the old painted 
surface, the next step is to apply the right sort of primer. 
If the surface is exceptionally porous and dry, a large 
amount of oil is required for the first coat, together with 
a small amount of turpentine; if the surface is hard, less 
oil and more turpentine is indicated. As a general rule, 
soft spongy surfaces require that the priming coat have 
a large excess of linseed oil, while hard impenetrable 
surfaces require considerable turpentine or benzol in order 
to secure penetration and bonding. To insure proper 
priming always insist and use genuine PRIME-KOTE and 
all your priming worries are over. 

WEATHER CONDITIONS: Paint products exhibit very 
little durability if they are applied under adverse weather 
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conditions. Applications at temperatures below 60° F. 
are subject to dulling, poor drying, or peeling. Paint will 
not be durable when applied in the direct rays of the 
sun if the air temperature is around 110° F. Under this 
condition, the rays are hot enough to cook the vehicle 
and cause it to oxidize so rapidly that the paint film be- 
comes dull and deteriorated. As stated before, paints 
should not be applied outside in damp, rainy weather 
because peeling is likely to occur. 

MILDEW: Paint in hot, humid climates is subject to 
the attacks of mildew, a form of plant growth or fungus 
which is capable of thriving upon the vegetable oil ve- 
hicles of paints. A freshly painted film, into which has 
blown some of the fungus growth, may have pink splotches 
throughout the film within a few hours after the paint 
has been applied; after a few days the splotches may 
have grown in size until they entirely cover the film, 
after which they may gradually change color through the 
various shades of purple, brown, gray or black. When 
extended growth of this kind has matured, the paint ve- 
hicle will have been completely dcomposed so that the 
paint film will have a soft, cheesy character which no 
longer adheres to the surface, and which either peels or 
crumbles off. 

The fungus which causes mildew may come from vari- 
ous sources; pollen from plants may be blown by the 
wind into the fresh paint film, or fungus from animals 
may contaminate the air and be deposited upon the film. 
Mildew is therefore prevalent in the hot, humid sections 
of Florida; the interiors of Green Houses are subject to 
many varieties of mildew which originate from the plants; 
the interiors of packing plants and bakeries are subject 
to mildew which originates from animals and the fats or 
lard made from them. In fact, mildew is always present 
in a warm atmosphere which is highly saturated with 
moisture. 

To overcome these conditions, MORRIS has perfected 
GERM PROOF ENAMELS ... see description in this cata- 
log. 

NEW PLASTER AND CEMENT SURFACES: New plaster 
and cement surfaces often contain large quantities of 
free alkali, which if not properly neutralized will decom- 
pose the vehicle of paint. 

Plaster which has been made from insufficiently 
slaked lime is likely to contain free alkali after harden- 
ing. This free lime may often slake gradually when ex- 
posed to the moisture of the atmosphere, with the con- 
sequent popping off of small particles of the plaster 
caused by the swelling of the articles of lime which be- 
come slaked. When this happens, any paint coating 
which has been applied to the walls will naturally come 
off with the plaster particles; consequently, the paint is 
often unjustly blamed for the trouble. 

A plastered cement surface which is suspected of being 
hot, i. e., containing free lime, should always be tested, 
before painting all over, by applying some of the paint 
to small sections; if there is sufficient lime present to 
harm the paint, the latter will take on a brownish cast, 
just as though it had been heated, or it may crumble and 
scale off. "Hot Spots" may also be rendered harmless 
by allowing them to remain unpainted for at least six 
months so that the free alkali will have a chance to be 
trnasformed into calcium carbonate, which is harmless 
to paint. Damp Proof Wall Primer is the ideal first 
coat, for plaster or cement walls. 

TREATING NEW GALVANIZED IRON SURFACES: 
Only special types of paint can be applied over new gal- 
vanized iron without peeling. This is because the new 
galvanized surface is not only so smooth that the paint 
cannot secure a good bond, but also because it is gene- 
rally coated with a thin film of oil. 

The safest procedure is to allow the galvanized iron 
to remain unpainted for about six months to a year dur- 
ing which time the weather will have not only roughened 
the surface to considerable extent, but also will have 
washed off the oily film. If the new iron must be paint- 



ed at once, peeling may be avoided by washing the sur- 
face with a solution of MORRIS GALVA WASH. This 
solution may be brushed, sprayed, or merely wiped onto 
the surface which becomes black as soon as the solution 
is applied owing to the deposition of finely divided metal- 
lic copper. This treatment gives the surface a copper 
plating to which the paint coating will secure a firm 
bond. 

Special paints, which will not peel when applied di- 
rectly to the new untreated galvanized surface, are sup- 
plied upon request and we are happy to say that MORRIS 
has supplied many of the country's largest manufacturers 
with this product. 

APPLICATION 

Paint is applied by three methods: brushing, spraying, 
and dipping. Correct application has one of the great- 
est influences uoon the proper performance of the pro- 
duct; the finest product will be unsatisfactory unless it 
is applied correctly. The durability of exterior paints 
especially, is greatly affected by application; unless house 
paints are worked well into the wood, peeling is likely 
to occur. Good enamels con be so improperly applied 
that they sag, lap, and lose their gloss. 

BRUSHING: A good paint, varnish, enamel or lacquer 
should be applied with a good brush. 

A good brush, properly cared for, will last the painter 
until it is worn down to a stub. After using, wash out 
the paint while wet, with benzine or turpentine, rub 
lard or salad oil into the bristles to keep them soft (when 
used again the bristles must be cleaned of this oil or 
lard) and lay the brush away wrapped in paper ready 
for future use. 

A good professional painter never allows the "heel" 
to become hard with dried paint and he takes care to 
keep the bristles straight and free from dirt. The con- 
dition of a painter's brushes is an index of the grade of 
work he can do. Dirty brushes always give poor re- 
sults. House paints must be well brushed out so they 
may be worked into the wood or the undercoats. Metal 
paints must also be well brushed so as to prevent runs 
or heavy deposits, which never dry, throughout the film. 
Flat paints must be flowed on freely and not brushed 
out too much or they will ridge and show laps. Enamels 
and brushing lacquers must be flowed on but not so 
heavily as to cause saaaing. 

An expert painter plans his work so that the finished 
job will show no laps. If he is using a quick setting 
product, he paints only narrow stretches of a wide sur- 
face so that only a few minutes will elapse before he is 
working the next stretch into the first without a lap 
showing; in the painter's language, he keeps a "wet 
edge" at all times. 

SPRAYING: Spray painting is becoming more gene- 
rally used, especially for industrial finishing and upkeep 
painting. 

Successful spray painting requires skilled operators who 
have had long experience in the use of the spray gun, 
and who know how to thin the various coats for differ- 
ent types of work so as to obtain the best results. Thin- 
ning of paints for spraying is usually different from 
thinning for brushing because a spray gun applies a 
heavier coat than a brush. 

The spray from a gun used for house painting flats 
onto the surface; unlike a brush application; it is not 
"worked" in. For this reason the paint must be thin 
enough to wet the surface and adhere. 

There are certain types of work on which the spray 
gun operates at a disadvantage. For instance, a frame 
house with a good many openings. On this type of sur- 
face the brush work may be cheaper and better than 
spraying, for it is practically impossible to "cut in" with 
a spray even though some spray companies have guns 
which they advertise can be regulated so as to "cut in" 
as well as brush.
